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VBT Planners 
OK $1 million 
splash pad

At its regular meeting on March 27 the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission 
approved an amended site plan for Quirk 
Park to allow for a new, almost $1 million 
splash pad, which should be ready to use 
in August. 

This project was initiated by the VBT 
Downtown Development Authority about a 
year ago for the park right behind township 
hall. 

Chipping in on the project are the DDA 
with $480,000; VBT General Fund, 
approximately, $270,000; and the Van 
Buren Civic Fund, $200,000. Chuck 
Covington also has committed to funding 
a memorial for his daughter Egypt that 
would include flowering trees, benches, 
and a plaque. 

Maudie Smith of Russell Design said 
they would go out for bids on the project 
the next day. Plans call for bids to be due 
April 16, contract brought to the township 
board on May 7 and construction to begin 
the next day. 

She said they will be removing the 
asphalt path and existing playground for 
the construction and will have to replace 
the parking lot at the northeast corner of 
the project since it is sure to be damaged 
by construction equipment. 

She said the concession building, which 
has restrooms, will remain and they will 
put up a 10x20’ brick building with two 
changing rooms, with benches and baby 
changing area. The changing rooms will 
have no electricity or plumbing. 

She said the splash pad is for use by all 
different ages, with the equipment for older 
children to the rear and the equipment for 
small children at the front. 

She said shade sails of 20x20 feet will be

VBT Board to decide

He said the issue will be on the agenda 
of the VBT board work/study session at 
4 p.m. Monday, April 15, for discussion. 
Then it will be up for a vote at the 7 p.m., 
Tuesday, April 16, regular township board 
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People considered the Iron Belle Trail ITC Route at Monday’s meeting. 


meeting. 

He said they have to decide on the route 
immediately in order to take advantage 
of $300,000 in state grant money (which 


cost the township $100,000 in matching 
funds) and $600,000 from the Waterloo 
Pathways foundation, which requires no

Set. Beth Egerer named 2018 Sumpter Police Officer of the Year 


Sergeant Beth Egerer was named Police 
Officer of the Year for 2018 at the Sumpter 


Township Police 
Department. 

Sumpter Director 
of Public Safety / 


Police Chief Eric Luke 
announced the police 
awards at the beginning 
of the township board’s H 
work/study session on 
March 26. 

Luke said the Officer of the Year selection 
was based upon Sgt. Egerer’s significant 
contribution to the mission of the police 
department. 

“This year’s winner exemplifies what 
dedication and service to the community 
are all about,’ Chief Luke said. “She 
performs her duties in a diligent, respectful, 
and professional manner. Her community 
engagement is second to none. She’s 
always quick with a smile and her outgoing 
personality, complete with that laugh (oh 
my, that laugh) breaks down many a barrier 
to constructive dialog. She’s every bit a 
“people person’ and is an import contributor 
to the success of the department.” 

This award is recognized with a certificate, 
a citation bar to be worn on the officer’s 
uniform shirt, the officer’s name on the 
“Officer of the Year’ perpetual plaque in 
the police department lobby, and a desktop 
award. 

Chief Luke then gave the rest of the 2018 
awards. 

Valor: Sgt. Brian Steffani & Officer Bart 
Devos 

This award goes to a department member 
who exhibits boldness, determination, and 
bravery in a difficult task involving great 
personal risk to the member’s safety. The 
member must have been fully aware of the 
imminent threat to his/her safety and acted 
above and beyond the call of duty at the 
risk of his/her own life. 

On the night of June 11, 2018, Sgt. 
Stefanni and Officer Devos were 
dispatched to a suspected drunk driver 
traveling southbound Sumpter Road near 
the station. They located the vehicle and 
attempted a traffic stop only to have the 
vehicle flee. 

While continuing their attempt to stop the 
vehicle, the driver (and lone occupant), a 
44-year-old male out of Allen Park, stuck a 
handgun out the window and began firing on 
the officers. The officers fell back slightly, 
but were not deterred in stopping this now 
armed and very dangerous suspect. They 
continued to the eastern outskirts of the 
City of Milan where the suspect attempted 
to pull a U-turn and come back towards 
the officers. At that point, in a split-second 
decision, Sgt. Steffani, in a violent almost 
head-on collision, used his patrol unit to

crash into the suspect vehicle, rendering 
it inoperable and allowing Officer Devos 
to take the suspect into custody without 
further incident. 

Recovered in the suspect vehicle were two 
rifles, three handguns, and approximately 
2,500 rounds of ammunition. The suspect 
is currently serving a 9-22-year prison 
sentence. 

This award is recognized with a certificate 
and a citation bar to be worn on the 
officer’s uniform shirt. 

Meritorious Service: Det./Sgt. John Toth, 
Sgt. Beth Egerer, Officer Joseph Balowski 
& Officer George Salajan, II 

This is awarded to a member who has 
performed an efficient and valuable service 
to the department, the community as a 
whole or an individual citizens, either in 
the performance of a specific task or in the 
outstanding performance of general duties 
over an extended period. 

On the morning of Jan. 1, 2018, precious, 
little, four-year-old Gabrielle Barrett was 
murdered by her mother. This was the 
culmination of a months-long period of 
mental and physical abuse and the horrific 
torture of suffering gruesome burns from 
being intentionally dipped in a tub of 
scalding hot water in the hours preceding 
her murder. These acts of abuse and torture 
were perpetrated by both her mother 
Candice Diaz and the mother’s boyfriend 
Brad Fields 

The actions of these four members 
in investigating this case exemplify 
professionalism, dedication, and the 
tenacious pursuit of justice that a case 
like this demands. They each played an 
important role in the investigation which 
culminated with both monsters being 
banished to rot away in a prison cell. 

Candice Diaz pled guilty and is currently 
serving a 30-60-year prison sentence. Brad 
Fields was found guilty by a jury and is 
serving a sentence of life without parole. 

This award is recognized with a 
certificate and a citation bar to be worn on 
the officer’s uniform shirt. 

Life Saving: Sgt. Beth Egerer, Sgt. Brian 
Steffani, Officer Colleen Gottschalk, and 
Metropark Officer Andy Mendrzycki 

1. Sgt. Beth Egerer - Awarded for her 
response on Feb. 3, 2018, to a residence on 
Harris Road for an opioid overdose victim 
not breathing. She provided life-saving 
measures in the form of Narcan, saving the 
47-year-old male’s life. 

2. Sgt. Brian Steffani & Officer Colleen 
Gottschalk -- Awarded for their response 
on July 30, 2018 to a residence on Savage 
Road for an opioid overdose victim not 
breathing. They provided life-saving 
measures in the form of Narcan, saving the 
23-year-old male’s life. 

3. Metropark Officer Andy Mendrzycki -- 


Awarded for his response on Dec. 3, 2018, 
to a residence on Savage Road (not the 
same location as the above incident). He 
heard Sumpter officers being dispatched to 
the residence for an opioid overdose victim 
not breathing. Realizing that he was closer 
than other responding officers, Officer 
Mendrzycki arrived first and provided life- 
saving measures in the form of Narcan, 
saving the 26-year-old female’s life. 

This award is recognized with a certificate 
and citation bar to be worn on the officer’s 
uniform. 

Academic Achievement: Det./Sgt. John 
Toth 

This award is presented to a department 
member who advances his/her educational 
level while continually working for the 
department. 

This was awarded for his graduation from 
the Eastern Michigan University School of 
Police Staff & Command in October 2018. 

This award is recognized with a certificate 
and citation bar to be worn on the officer’s 
uniform. 

Patrol Productivity: Sgt. Beth Egerer - 
Day Shift and Officer Bart Devos - Night 
Shift 

Awarded in recognition of the most 
productive road patrol members for the 
given year. 

This award is recognized with a certificate 
and citation bar to be worn on the officer’s 
uniform. 

Chief’s Recognition: Sgt. Brian Steffani, 
Officer Colleen Gottschalk, Officer Joseph 
Balowski and Officer Bart Devos (x2) 

The Chief of Police may present this award 
to a member of the police department for 
any reason deemed worthy of recognition. 

1. Sgt. Brian Steffani, Officer Colleen 
Gottschalk, and Officer Bart Devos -- 
Awarded in recognition of their response 
on Jan 25, 2018, to the report of two 
females inside the Red Rooster restaurant 
making threats and searching for a third 
person, with one brandishing a handgun. 
Their quick response allowed them to stop 
the suspects as they fled from the scene 
in a vehicle which led to their arrest and 
recovery of the handgun and heroin. One 
defendant has since pled guilty to felony 
charges. 

2. Officer Joseph Balowski -- Awarded in 
recognition of his traffic stop on a vehicle 
for no license plate on Jan. 29, 2018. His 
investigation following the stop resulted 
in the arrest of the male driver and another 
occupant and the recovery of three illegal 
handguns. Both defendants have since pled 
guilty to felony charges. 

3. Officer Bart Devos -- Awarded in 
recognition of his traffic stop on a vehicle 
for defective exhaust on Sept. 19, 2018. His 
investigation following the stop resulted in 
the arrest of two of the three occupants and 


the recovery of three handguns -- two of 
them stolen. Both defendants have since 
pled guilty to felony charges. 
This award is recognized with a certificate. 
“We thank the above-listed members, 
along with each and every other member 
of the department, for a job well done in 
2018,” concluded Chief Luke. “Thank you 
for your continued dedication and service 
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to the community!

installed and a play structure and three sets 
of swings will be put in the new playground 
area. She said a berm will be put up around 
the project and additional cement around 
the present paving. 

A pavilion will be put up for parties and 
other activities away from the commotion 
of the splash pad, Smith said. 

There will be perennials, trees, and lawn 
added and they are working on proposed 
signage. 

At the township board’s workshop 
session on the project, DDA Assistant 
Director Lisa Lothringer said they added 
fencing around the splash pad to keep the 
wood chips in. She said there is no intent 
to charge now, but in the future if there is a 
need, the fence will be a necessity. 

When asked about the water, Lothringer 
told the board that the water will be flow- 
through, not reused, and is estimated to 
cost about $18,900 a year. She said it 
would cost $1,500 to open and close the 
system. She said nothing is on until the 
main button is pushed by a child and then 
everything is on. 

She expects it to be open 7 to 8 hours a 
day, estimating the water will be on 70% 
of the time. Hours are expected to be 11 
a.m. to 7 p.m., seven days a week between 
Memorial Day and Labor Day. 

On cooler days, they do not expect much 
activity, she said. 

Lothringer said this will be the largest 
splash pad in the area and up to 425 kids 
can be at the 6,359-square-feet splash pad 
at once. They estimate there will be 130- 
150 kids per day. She said Brownstown 
Township charges for its splash pad and it 
runs in two-hour sessions. 

Signs will be posted with the rules and 
regulations, Lothringer said, and swim 
shoes are recommended. She said the 
surface will be a brushed concrete finish. 

She said if they did a soft surface it would 
have to be regularly stripped. 

Lothringer told the board there will be 
no staff or lifeguards on hand because there 
will be no standing water. Children under 
12 need an adult with them. 

“I guarantee parents will drop them off

Meetings set to 
discuss court, 
Romulus issues 


At Tuesday’s meeting of the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees, township 
attorney Rob Young reported on issues at 
the 34" District Court. He said the township 
received a letter from the court inviting it to 
an April 23 meeting of court municipalities 
-- without Romulus. 

He said the court spelled out the money 
owed to each municipality by the City of 
Romulus and Sumpter’s share is $17,557.90. 
Young said Huron Township’s amount 
is more ($354,384.25) because Huron is 
working J-275 vigorously. Belleville is 
due $23,452.64 and Van Buren Township, 
$176,122.97, according to the letter. 

Young said in 2016 the court started adding 
$20 per ticket to set aside to build a court and 
$2.7 million was deposited with Romulus. 
In a 1998 agreement Romulus was to handle 
the money from the court. Two thirds of the 
court income went to run the court and one 
third to the four other communities. He said 
Romulus is said to have used that money for 
other things than to build the court. 

He reported Romulus also has set an 
April 16 meeting for the 34" District Court 
communities -- but not the court. 

“We’ll hear what Romulus has to say,” 
Young said, adding, Sumpter is looking to 
have $17,557 returned. To complicate things, 
the state is considering taking over all the 
courts in the state, he said. Young suggested 
those interested in more information watch 
the April 8 YouTube video of the Romulus 
council meeting.

After reviewing the case and circumstances 
of the defendant, Judge Green continued 
the bond, usually with the approval of the 
prosecutor. 

Ergo, both judges did a very good job 
of protecting the rights of both the citizens 
and the defendant, as he did appear for his 
court date as promised by his bond. His 
punishment will come at a later date if he 
is found guilty. 

Both are excellent Judges as my years of 
experience with them have shown.

and tell them, go play in the splash pad,” 
said Trustee Sherry Frazier at the March 18 
work/study session. She said that’s what 
happens at the Belleville Area District 
Library with parents dropping off young 
children who then cause problems. 

“I like the layout and the plan,” said 
Clerk Leon Wright. “The Van Buren 
Foundation donated $200,000, the largest 
amount they’ve ever given. They think it’s 
important.” 

“It’s the most beautiful thing for our 
community,’ said Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara. “Our kids should not have to 
go to other communities for recreation.” 

It was pointed out there will be no chairs 
and parents have to bring their own chairs 
to watch their children play. Lothringer 
said it is a flow-through system and the 
water will be cold. She said it would have 
cost $100,000 for a reflow system. 

At the planning commission meeting, 
Marc Russell of Russell Design said the 
project is on 10 acres on two parcels. He 
said the vendor for the playground and 
furniture is Penchura. 

“If we save money on the general 
contractor, we can put in new playground 
equipment.” Otherwise, the play 
equipment they dismantled to make way 
for the construction will be brought back 
out of storage and reassembled. 

Ron Akers, director of building and 
economic development, said that if the 
planning commission allows it, the staff 
will work with the designers and the 
DDA on the parking. He said the staff 
recommended approval of the revised site 
plan with the stipulation that the township 
considers combing the two parcels. 

Akers said the review by the Fire Marshal 
OKed the project with the stipulation that 
if the Quirk Road path entrance is left in 
place, a Knox Box must be placed at that 
entry point, so the fire department vehicles 
can enter there. 

In other business at the hour-long March 
27 meeting, the planning commission: 

e Heard two public hearings and then 
approved recommending to the board 
two requests for rezoning from M-1, 
Light Industrial, to R1-B, Single Family 
Residential, for Carl G. Speaks, with 
property at 13440 Martinsville, and Bobby 
A. Brown next door at 13510 Martinsville. 
Both Speaks and Brown said when they 
bought their property years ago they didn’t 
know they were zoned M-1.

No one 
is ever turned away! Everyone receives 
food on his/her first visit. 

To continue to receive food, you will

matching funds. Also, the township can go 
for another state grant of $300,000, which 
will cost them $100,000. 

“There are a lot of unknowns,” said VBT 
Trustee Sherry Frazier. “But we can’t stand 
to lose $900,000 in grants.” 

Trustee Frazier encouraged people to 
send emails to board members to express 
their ideas about the trail and the route, or 
to just come to the meetings next week to 
talk to board members about it in person. 

Jeff Smith of PEA Inc. Civil Engineers 
gave a brief summary to the crowd gathered 
in the Commons area of Belleville High 
School of how the proposed route was

determined. 

He, too, asked people for feedback on the 
proposed route. 

Smith said the trail through the township 
and the City of Belleville was seven miles 
long and would cost about $7 million to 
build. He said besides state and federal 
funds there are other sources for money 
and it will not be built all at once, but over 
time. 

He said the VBT/Belleville/VBT route is 
the biggest gap in the state in the trail that 
runs from Belle Isle to Iron Mountain in the 
Upper Peninsula. He said there is pressure 
from the state to finish and the route has to 
be determined by June 15. 

Smith said the state funding is not 
released yet and they expect it in late fall

or early spring, so they can begin. They are 
pushing to do it in 2020 or 2021, “sooner 
rather than later.” 

He explained the proposed trail starting 
from the Washtenaw County side, where a 
lot of work has been done. This leg starts 
on Ridge Road and the Hydropark and goes 
to Rawsonville Elementary School and 
crosses Grove Road where there already is 
a crosswalk with a button. 

There will be a pathway from Grove 
to the South I-94 Service Drive to the 
entrance of Van Buren Park and through 
the park (where there are some steep hills 
to contend with) and out the old park road 
onto Denton Road. Then it goes along 
Denton to downtown Belleville, keeping 
off Main Street. The route goes to Horizon 
Park and along Charles Street past the new 
library and out to Victory Park. Then, it’s 
east along E. Huron River Drive to Riggs 
Park on Martinsville and Huron River 
Drive to the Metropark. 

It’s that last link, between Riggs Park 
and the Metropark that has residents along 
that route protesting, mostly because of the 
safety issue of speeders on the curves on 
East Huron River Drive. They are asking 
for the route to take Martinsville south to 
Savage, take Savage east and turn south at 
the ITC powerline corridor. Then, go south 
to Bemis Road and into the Metropark at 
the Bemis Road entrance. 

Smith said the problem with that is 
that the Iron Belle Trail already exists in 
the park and it has been laid to come out 
at the East Huron River Drive entrance. 
He said the 2.3-mile length of the north- 
south pathway in the Metropark would 
be matched by another 2.3-mile pathway 
in the ITC corridor south to Bemis. This 
extra mileage would increase the cost of 
the project. 
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He said engineers have been out walking 
the route area and looking at the areas in 
person. 

Smith said the levels of maintenance 
need to be worked out, but the county has 
already said it will not maintain it. He said 
in other communities the township or a 
private organization maintains the trail. 

He said the City of Belleville is pretty 
good with sidewalks, which the bikers and 
walkers can use, but the township doesn’t 
have sidewalks for the most part and the 
path will increase its walkways. 

Smith said most of the path will be 100% 
in the county right of way about 12’ off the 
road. If federal funds are used, it needs to 
be 10’ wide with 2’ shoulders on each side. 
If federal funds are not used, it can be 8’ 
wide with shoulders, or it can be sidewalks 
not less than 5’. 

Smith said the old bridge over the Huron 
River, which is part of the proposed route, 
is pretty much in disrepair, but utilities run 
across that bridge and they will talk with 
them about rehabilitation. 

Smith said the determination of the 
proposed route was a painstaking process 
and there is good data behind the scores 
they used to determine the best route. 

He said there are ditches to contend with 
and a flat road that needs work for drainage. 

“There’s quite a bit of engineering work 
to do — worse on Bemis,” he said. 

Maps and pictures were displayed around 
the meeting room on Monday and Smith 
conceded that they photoshopped out a 
great big ditch. 

After Smith’s presentation, the public 
milled around the room, inspecting the 
maps and discussing the route. 

“There’s no way to get a perfect route,” 
Smith stated, noting they had considered 
280 different possibilities.

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Court Watching: 
Accused Walmart 


shooter bound over to 
circuit court for trial

After an April 3 preliminary exam, 34" 
District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley 
bound over Alvin Dennis Harvey, 19, to 
Wayne County Circuit Court for an April 
10 arraignment on the information on eight 
felony charges. 

Harvey is charged with shooting a man 
in the arm and chest in the parking lot of 
the Van Buren Township Walmart store the 
evening of Feb. 5. 

He is being held in the Wayne County Jail 
on bond of $100,000/10%. 

He is charged with assault with intent 
to murder, armed robbery, assault with 
intent to do great bodily harm less than 
murder, assault with a dangerous weapon 
(felonious assault), and four counts of 
felony firearm. He is facing life in prison 
on the first charge alone. 

For the preliminary exam before 
Judge Oakley, Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Megan Mathews called just 
one witness: Travis Spurlock, the man who 
was shot in the chest and arm during the 
incident. 

Spurlock testified he had purchased a 
gun from Harvey for about $400 a few 
days before the shooting, when they met 
at the same Walmart parking lot for the 
sale. He purchased the gun from Harvey 
after contacting him by social media, he 
testified, and the sale was made the same 
day. 

Then Spurlock testified he decided he 


didn’t like the gun and wanted to get rid 
of it. He said he contacted Harvey by 
Facebook and told him he planned on 
selling it. 

“He said if I planned on selling it, ‘sell 
it back to me and nobody else,” Spurlock 
testified. 

“I drove up there and got in their car,” 
he said, noting Harvey was in the front 
passenger seat and there were two others in 
the car he didn’t know. 

He said he let the guy in back look at 
his loaded gun because he didn’t think 
anything would happen. 

Spurlock said Harvey told him, “I’m 
taking that shit,” and he knew he was being 
robbed. “I reached over with my left arm to 
get the firearm” and then Harvey reached 
over and shot him. He said all he saw was 
a flash and so he didn’t know if it was one 
shot that went through his arm and into his 
chest, or two shots. He said Harvey was 
yelling to get out of the car and he tried, 
but the door was locked. He said Harvey 
told the driver to let him out and the driver 
hit a button and let him out. 

Spurlock said he was in shock and 
stumbled over to his car. When he got 
under the streetlight, he saw the hole in 
his chest and called an ambulance and told 
them he was shot. He said he walked all the 
way inside the Walmart store and then lost 
consciousness. 

Under cross/examination by the court- 
appointed defense attorney James Parker, 
he said they had met in the rear, right side 
of the parking lot, if you are looking at 
Walmart from the street. 

Prosecutor Mathews made a motion to 
bind Harvey over on all eight counts, which 
Judge Oakley did. Bond was continued and

Sumpter Officer Salajan 
pleads no contest to 
reduced charge 


On April 8, 23" District Court Judge 
Geno Salamone accepted a no-contest plea 
to a reduced charge of driving while visibly 
impaired from Sumpter Police Officer 
George Gabriel Salajan, III, 29.
